The people of Japan are in- 
credibly hospitalble. So says 
Marie Gleason of 1764 Main Street, 


Japan, and she speaks the 
language of the country. 

Twenty-six years old, about five 
foot seven in height, she is home 
for a brief visit with her parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. John Gleason.
